A MYSTERIOUS CASE. 


The Gay and Festive Drummer lin the Pris- 
oner’s Box. 

BELVIDERE, N. J., September 27.—The trial! 
of James J. Titus, night janitor of the Centen- 
nary collegiate institute, at Hackettstown, for 
the murder of Tillie Smith, a servant girl 
employed in that institution, will open here 
tomorrow before Chief Justice Beasley. The 
case is one of unusual interest, The murdered 
gir] is eupposed to have been killed in, or near 
the furnace room of the institute on the night 
of April sth, 1886, She ajtended a perform- 
ance given by the Fitzpatrick Merrymakers. 
There she met three other girls, and through 
them she became acquainted with two drum- 
mers, one of whom saw the girl home, going as 
far as the gate leading to the front door of the 
institute. That was the last seen of her alive, 
except by the person or persons who murdered 
her.

not egree to resign. Morris, it is understood, 
will resign. Hall will resign whether the 
others do so or not. The executive commit- 
tee will meet again tomorrow afternoon at % 
o'clock. 

It is understood that at an informal con- 
ference this morning, Messrs. Morris, Hall, 
Dale and Douglas agreed to resign if Messrs. 
Slowey and Mims would. The two latter 
were not present at the meeting, and wero 
not present at the executive committee meet- 
ing this morning. It was reported this after- 
noon that Mr. Thos. J, Slowy would not 
withdraw, but that he is still abiding by the 
action of the democratic convention which 
nominated him. It is the opinion of some 
leading democrats of the city that no matter 
what is done now in the way of bringing out 
a new ticket, the republicans will carry the 
county if they place a good ticket in the 
field.

Tobaccoin England. 

For sometime past tobacco culture has 
been the subject of considerable talk in 
England. Practical men could see no reason 
why the plant should not flourish in English 
soil, and at the opening of the season it was 
determined to make the experiment on a 
satisfactory scale. 

A large field in Kent was planted in 
seventeen different kinds of tobacco. Last 
week the crop wastharvested. Only two of 
the varieties failed. -The others all turned 
out well. Having established the fact that 
tobacco can be grown in England, the next 
question is, will it pay? 

Here in Georgia there is no doubt about 
the profitable cultivation of tobacco, but 
our farmers seem tobe backward in taking 
hold of it. Possibly English tobacco will be 
quoted in the markets before the Georgia 
articles comes to the front. The tobacco in- 
dustry is worth looking into.

At last, seeing that exposure was 
certain, he fied; sending back to the firm 
an account of his doings. It was too late.

The moral of this story is very plain: Do 
not put temptation in the way of the young. 
A great many business men are too careless 
with inexperienced boys. A boy’ who is

ruined by the carelessness of his employer. 
It is right to trust to the honor and honesty 
of g,boy, within certain bounds, but injas- 
tice is done the boy when careless trust 
takes the shape of a great temptation.

Whitemarsh church is located in Talbot 
county, near a cross-road village, known by the 
singular and not euphonious title of “The Hole in 
the Wall.”’ The village name issaid todate from 
theancient days when Oxford was a port of entry.

Whitemarsh church dates back beyond 1690, and 
here ministered Commissary Bray, one of the orig:

A bnilding used 
by bim asa female seminary yet stands apout a 
mile away toward Oxford. Insome unexplained 
way it long since, with the landon which is 
Stands, became alienated from the church, and is 
now thc county almshouse. 

In 1711 the Rev. Mr. Maynadier wasrector, resid- 
ing at the parsonageon a farm ashort distance 
from the church, aud a singular story is told ot his 
ey The tradition is that his wife died after a 
brief illness and was buried with rather unusual 
haste. The worthy man, overcome by grief, retir- 
ed early, but was aroused from his slumbers short- 
ly betore midnight bya knocking atthe front 

Imagine his feeling when, on open- 
ing it, there stood his buried wife, faint and terri- 
fied, but alive and inthe flesh She had been 
hastily coflined without the removal of a valuable 
ripg, and one of the attendants, aware of the fact, 
had exbumed the body just after nightfall. for the 
pur pore of robbing it. Butthe ring clung tothe 
ipger and an effort was made to sever the joint; 
blood flowed, the eorpse groaned, moved and re- 
covered consciousness. The would-be robber of 
the dead fled in terror from the scene, and the

English characteristic of ‘wanting the earth — 
They brook no rivals, and wherever they zo they 
rapidly assume control of affairs in their line, Ig 
was their persistent and successful warfare on ong 
native birds which first aroused the genera) enmity 
sgaiostthem. They are hard fighters, with thick, 
tough bodies, strong beaks, and bulldog tenacity, 
They nearly always go in droves, and w here one is 
not able to conquer a bird of another species others 
of his companions fiy to his support, and their vice 
tim is fortunate if he escapes alive. They are ac. 
cused of weging their most destructive warfare og 
the eggs and the defenseless young of other birds, 
but this charge is greatly exaggerated. Their 
conquests in fair battle are perhaps also over- 
stated, forthey are denizens of cities and towns, 
and do not go into the cocntry districts where 
most of our native birds live and breed. 
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Still it must be admitted that the average Eng- 
lish sparrow is a nasty little fellow, who, where- 
ever he goes struts and fights and bosses and raises 
enormous families of chi'dren to imitata his vicious 
practices. There facts alone are bad enongh, buat 
they are coupled with the indictment that this 
irrepressible little creature does not fol‘il his im- 
plied contract to devour insects that feed on vege- 
tation. He was brought here to be the policeman 
of the groves and parks and gardens of our cities, 
and toall appearance he has become jonly a dis- 
reputable street rnffian, an assassin and a dead 
beat. Hisenemies ssy he eats nothing but the 
grain and refuse matter he picks up about city 
thoroughfares and pays no attention to insects, 

In view of these assaults upon the English spar- 
row, it is remarkable that a more scientilic stady 
has not been made of the subject. If he is really 
as bed as he js painted by common riimor he ought 
to be disposed of. But haw? 

I bave noticed that in several Clitles the people 
have not waited for the verdict of the scientist, 
but bave outiawed the English sparrow and de~ 
clared a war of extermination against him. They 
have found that he multiplied faster than they 
could destroy, and 1 bave never heard of any lo- 
cality from which he has been driven after he once 
obtained a firm footing. Toexterminats him from 
our Cities now would be well nigh impossibie.

The first English sparrows brought to Atlanta 
were purchased by the city council and placed in 
the old city hall park, where the capitol is now 
being erected. For a year or two they were lo be 
seen nowhere within the city limits, except in that 
immediate locality. Their march is slow but sure; 
they never surrender a territory once taken. Last 
spripg they invaded several streets where they 
had never been seen before, and now, eight years 
after their introduction into Atlanta, they have 
gbvout taken it. 


The climate here is finely adapted to them. They 


grow larger and increase faster than they do in 
tice fuethoar nesth «eats nas Cnough of them, * 


now to stock the cities and towns of this entire 
hemisphere. The local laws enacted for their pro- 
tection have long since ceased to be necessary; 
they can cefy all the small boys, cats, slings and 
traps that can be brought against them All we 
can do now is to make a scientific inquiry to ascer 

tain if they are reallyan uomitigated nuisance. 
Whether they are or not we really do not know, 
(hough there is a strong suspicion that they are. 


Captain R. J. Redding, assistant sta*e commis- 
sioner of sgriculture. finds them this year on his 
premises, and means to begin a critical stndy of 
their habits. He wishesto ascertain what they 
live on, what their conduct is toward other birds 
and how it results, how fast they increase, etc, 
His report will be interesting, and, perhaps, of 
practical value. 

A peculiarity of these birds is seen in Macon, and 
there alone, in thisecuntry, at least. Instead of 
tbe common biownish gray which is thetr prevail- 
ing color everywhere else, about one in every 
twelve or fifteen of the thousands of 
English sparrows in Macon is white. 
Professor Willett, of Mercer university, has made 
* close study of insectivorous birds, and when 
this fact was firet Lrought to his attention he sup- 
pored the white sparrows were merely atbinos. 
Natore plays her freaks in all classes of the ani- 
mal creation, and scatters albinos among men, 
beasts and birds. Often ina big drove of black- 
birds a white ove is found. But the white spar. 
rows at Macon are too numerous to be acconated 
for on the theory of chance, which would explain 
the:presence of one in a thousand. They are ex- 
actly like their companions in every respect save 
color, and there are no evidences that the white 
and dark sparrows have crossed; they are all 
either solid white or solid brown, 

An intensely patriotic Macon man explains the 
presence cf these white sparrows by saying that as 
Atlanta had the regular variety, Macon deter 
mined to have something different. He says Macon 
takes great pride in her monopoly of whi e Eugltish 
sparrows and could not be induced to part with 
one of them for any consideration.

The Arguments of Recorder Anderson; Henry 
Hillyer and Other Prohibitioniste—The At- 
tuck on Clark Mowell—The Address of 
Dr. Harthorne—Great Enthusiasm 


Two hundred and fifty men assembled in 
the basement of the courthouse last night to 


listen to speeches in the interest of Mossra. 
Westmoreland, Perkins and Fain, Seven ne- 
gTO men sat apart upon a dusty bench and two 
negro boys sprawled at full length near by. 
About fifty Knights of Labor were present’ 

At cight o’clock, on motion of Recorder J. A. 
Anderson, Mr. E. W. Martin was called to the 


chair. Mr, J, Hooper Alexander was élected 
eecretary, 

Mr. Martin said that his call tothe chair 
was unexpected, but that he was always ready 
to serve in any cause that was for the good of 
his fellow citizens. He did not love a contest 
and never sought to make issues, but when it 
was wnecessary to fight he would not 
be found wanting. He announced 
the object of the meeting to be to discuss the 
reasops for placing Messrs. Westmoreland, 
Perkins and Fain before the people as candi- 
dates for election to the legislature. 

Before Mr. Martin could take his seat, yvo- 
ciferous calls were made for Mr: Henry Hill- 
yer. In responee, Mr. Hillyer delivered a 
speech an hour anda halfin length. He re- 
viewed the probibition contest in Fulton coun- 
ty, beginnivg with the agitation which 
preceded the election last November. The 
two points presented were: First—that the 
will of the majority should rule, and that 
minorities that opposed that will were enemies 
to good government. Second—that the anti- 
prohibitionists were rosponsible for all the 
agitation that bad occurredin Fulton county 
since the election, and that they were respon- 
sible fer the introduction of the prohibition 
question into the politics of the county. 

HE CHARGED THE ANTI-PROUIBITIONISTS 
with having injured Atlanta by putting out 
f Jse stories about the city’s condition under 
the reign of prohibition. He charged that 
tle an'i-prohibitionists had organized a con- 
servat ye citizens’ association, the leaders of 
which had declared that no man that did not 
accept the platform of the association should 
be elected to the legislature, or to a positian 
in the ‘city government. The leaders of that 
ass Clation undertook to dictate what kind of 
me : should held office in Fulton ceunty. 
i bose ieacers threw down the gauntlet and 
the prohibitionists had picked it up, and in- 
t-neea tosubmit the issue tothe vallot box 
to be settled. If the anti-prohibitionists had 
the right to get up a big club, holda big 
meeting, and bring ont a “no-headed”’ 
ticket, the prohibitionists had the right to 
meet, consult, and bring ont a ticket. 

Mr. Hillyer spoke in defense of the ticket 
the meeting had been called together to in- 
dorse. He denied that the charges against 
Dr. Perkins bad been proven. He admitted 
that Dr. Perkins had voted for St. John, but 
claimed that he was guilty of no other politi- 
cal sin. He closed by declaring that Messrs. 
Westmoreland, Perkins and Fain were not the 
candidates of a clique, but that they were op- 
posed toaclique that wishes to restore the 
sa'e of whisky in Fulton county. 

Mr. Hillyer was frequently interrupted by 
applause. His speech was remarkable ia that 
it was the only one delivered at the meetiag 
which contained a single allusion to democrats 
and the democratic party.

THE RAILROADS. 


The Western Pool and The Building of New 
Road 


For some time past there has been a move- 


mént on foot to establish a great western pool 


which should control the railway freight 
traflic in the district lying west of Chicago and 


St. Louis. The only railway system which at 


first refused to enter into the arrangement 
was the Wabash. Last week its opposition 
was withdrawn, and the Western Traffic as- 
sociation was formally established. This 
“Traftic association,” or pool, is to last for five 


years. It isto fix rates and divide the revenue 


in such manver as the association shall deem 
equitable and beneficial to the railroads interest- 
ed. Each road isto receive a fixed percentage of 
the total revenue of the pool, so that all temp- 
tation to enter into competition is removed. 
If the rates established are so high as te in- 
duce the construction of “blackmail roads,” the 
association will presumably take united action to 
“freeze out’ the intruder. A blackmail road 
can often force a single competitor to come to 
terms, but even this is a dangerous expori- 
ment. Forsuch a road to attempt to fight a 
great association would be so foolhardy that it 
will hardly be attempted. So far asthe inter. 
ests of the railroads are coucerned, nothing 
could be more admirable than the pooling 
system. (Unfortunately, the public is as much 
interested in low rates as the railroads are in 
high rates. :

procese and progress of railread construction 
throughout the west. So far as concerns the 


Paul, Minneapolis and Manitoba railroad is 
about to build a branch one hundred miles 
north of the Northern Pacific, and parallel 
with it, extending as faras Helena, Montana, 
In scuthern Dakota the Chicago aud North 

western and the Milwaukee and St. Paul are 
building extensions at a break neck speed. 
Still farther south the Union Pacifie, the Bar- 
lington, the Rock Island, the Missouri Pacific, 
and the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe are 
laying a perfect net work of new lines. What 
is significant in regard to all this is, first, that 
these immense projects are being carried out 
without subsidies from the government ; and, 
second, that all of the new lines are merely 
branches and feeders of systems already ex 

isting. The first fact suggests that the former 
policy of government subsidies was extrava- 
gant as well as corrupting. The secon’ fact 
suggests that the dsy of independent railroad: 
ing by small companies is forever past. Not 
witbstanding that the old companies are com- 
binipg, no new companies are being started. 
In this way a great saving is effected, because 
it means system instead of planiess chaos in 
the laying out of new roads. Bat, on the 
other hand, it means that the railroad basiness 
of the country is approaching nearer and 
nearer to amonopoly. The idea of a gigautic 
monopoly, controlled by the government, is 
not yet pleasing to the American imagination. 
But the idea of such a monopoly, controlled 
by a private corporation, is no more pleasing. 


THE ENGINEERS’ BROTHERHOOD. 


What Is Being Done by this Organization— 
Its Principles. 

The following, concerning the Brotherhood 
of Locomotive Engineers, is condensed from 
an article which recently appeared in the Sa- 
vannah News: 

To no single class probably is the country 

more indebted for its prosperity and advance 
in civilization in recent years than to the loco- 
motive engineers. They are: almost always 
plain and unassuming mep, but their courage, 
skill and fidelity are not the less known and 
appreciated. The Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Er gineers is considered the model labor aud 
beneficial organization of thecountry. One of 
its conspicuous principles is fidelity to contracts 
—a regard for the rights of others as well as a 
resoluie maintenance of its own. This is prob- 
ably the explanation of the fact tnatict has 
been able to accomplish so much for itself and 
for its individual members without a resort to 
violence, and in so quiet and orderly » way. 
I is hot noisy and turbulent; it seeks to avoid 
strikes, and is very successful in doing so; it 
does not attempt to attract attention nor 
meke cases for the newspapers. Indeed, it is 
rarely heard of in connection with tumult and 
Gisturbance. And yet it is one of the most 
compact and powerfal labor fraternities in the 
country and ene of the most usefal. It is be- 
lieved that it can sbow a larger amouat of 
good secured to its members than any other 
asociation of the kind,all brought about 
without hostile movements against the rail- 
way companies with which its dealings are 
had,and without disturbance of the pablic 
busizess. This is dueto the fact that its lead- 
ing spirits, and, in fact, nearly all its mem- 
bere, ure men of intelligence and conserva- 
tism. Extreme and unreasonable men have 
little influence in its councils. 

The brotherhood is said to have 20,000 mem- 
bers, aud its books show that within the past 
seventeen years it has paid for the benefit of 
widows and orphans of deceased mewdors 
Learly $2,000,000, while disabled and needy 
m«mbers have been aided to tue extent of 
$500,000, ~ 

The greatest danger to the labor organiza: 
tions is the temptation held out to many of 
their leading members to cegeaerave and be- 
come petty politicians. Although the labor 
oi ganizations may not be polftica! in their na- 
ture, they are often sought to be used by 
shrewd politicians, and when they are so 
used their down/all is only a question of time.

ING BUD NASH, 
a aa 
A Oase Where Whisky Got in Its SVork—? 
Reviewed-Gome of the Evidence Beansea 


Out—The Statement of Weeks 
Before the Jury--Other News. 


©. C. Weeks is on trial in the superior court 
for the murder of Bud Nash, 

The case is one of unusual interest. r 

The story briefly told is; Onthe secoad 
day of May last, when the city was filled with 
visitors to take partin the unveiling of the 
Hill monument, C. ©, Weeks, Mr, Masters, 
Bud Nash and Ike Moore, who live down near 
Decatur, came into the city ina two horse 
wagon. They began drinking as soon ag their 
team was placedin Morris’s wagon yard, 
They mingled with the crowd 
and spent the day pleasantly. About 
half past four o’clock the men provided them- 
selves with more liquor and started home. 
When near Widow White's, about three miles 
from the city, on the McDonough road, Nash 
and Weeks had a difficulty, the latter killing 
the former witha quart bottle. Weeks and 
Nash were brothers-in-law. 

MRS. WEEKS WITH HER HIjsRAND. 

When Weeks entered the cr artroom yester- 
cay morning he was accompsvied ty his wife 
and the sheriff, the latter hav ng brought him 
from jail. He was neatly dressed and present- 
ed a good appearance. His wife and father-in- 
law occupied seats near him. He 
showed not the least sign 
of nervousness, but his wife, a pretty little 
bionde of sixteen summers, would occasionally 
let a tear roll down her cheeks. Weeksis rep- 
resented by Colonel Latha of Fairburn, 
Colonel S. B, Spencer and Mr, P.. B. Blackburn, 
of this city, ‘he state is taken care of by 
Solicitor General Hill. Weeks had only been 
married a very short time when he became ‘in- 
volved in this difficulty, whico has already 
cost him dearly. Since his confinement in jail 
bis devoted wife has visited him often. Nash, 
the man he killed, married his sister, and the 
two families lived in the same house, 

HE SAW THE KILLING. 

W. I. Moore testified: “I know Weeks. I 
also knew Bud Nash, the deceased. . He mar- 
ried Weeks’ sister and lived in the same 
house with Weeks. As far asI know tLey had 
always been perfectly friendly. I was alsoa 
brother-in-law to Nash, and lived on the same_ 
place. The day Nash was killed we went to 
tow. in Mr. Masters’s wagon. During the day 
we ali drank some, and Nash got drunk and 
when we started homehbe kept putting his 
legs out of the wagon. Masters begged him to 
stcp, and be got out of the wagon and said he 
was going back totown. I then got out with 
Masters and tried to get him to get back into 
the Wagon, but he would notdoso. Weeks 
got outand told himif he cidn’t getin the 
wegon he would make him. Nash told him to 
try it, and Weeks started around the 
wsegon and threw a quart bottle 
at bim, striking him onthe head. He felland 
we uss sted him into the wagon and drove on 
to the creek, where the wagon got int» quick 
sand, and by some means Nash fe’! out, I 
don’t know how. He was assisted out -n the 
bank and Weeks put his coat under his head. 
From the bank he was carried w the Widow 
W bite’s house, where he died. 

HE WAS A BAD CITIZEN, 

James Collier testified that Bud Nash wasa 
bad end fuesy man when (inking. As bad as 
he bad ever met. He cut. ke Moore once ina 
difficuity. ‘He raised a row with me once in 
a barroom in Atianta. We had been drinkiog 
during the day, and J*t3 in the after- 
noon he asked me ‘ute a bar to get 
a giassof beer. I told himI had earvg., but 
he in:isted and I went in. He called for the 
beer and we drankit. He ten told me tr 
pay for the beer, and I declined. The bhar- 
keeper ordered us out, and said itwasa game 
to deadbeat him. I paid for the beer and went 
out. Bud cursed me, acd ~ called Ike Moore 
and told him I did not w.ot any difficulty 
with Nash. He followed me out by General 
Gartre!l’s and renewed the quarrel... When he 
eaw I was tired of it he wunt of.” 

“Witness is with you. Mr. Hill,” said Colo- 
ne] Latham. 

“If he was so easily bluffed he must have 
been a coward ?” asked Mr, Hill. ; 

Witness—“ Yes, sir.” 

Mr. Hill—“Then you consider a coward a 
dangerous and bad man? Come down, sir,” 

DID NOT TRY TO ESCAPE. 

Sheriff Hunter, of DeKalb, testified that he 
went to Mrs. White’s as soon as he heard of 
the killing, and found Weeks there. He maie 
no effort to evade him, and got into the bugsy 
and went to DeKalb county jail with hia. 
While there he behaved himself #s well as 
any prisoner ever did. Did not know Weeks 
before this trouble occurred. 

J. M. White swore that Mr. Johnson and 
Weeks went after Doctor Mason ina buggy. @ 

Dr. Masow came back with Mr. Johnsonina 
buggy and Weeks was in a buggy be! ‘nd them. 
He could have escaped if he had ws uted to. 

Mr. Johneon corroborated the testimony of 
Mr. White. 

A number of other witnesses testified to 
about the same facts as given abcvu. Mrs. 
Nash was sent for to testify, butat whe hour 
of adjournment had not arrived. 

W EEKS’'S STATEMENT 

Weeks’s took the stand and wa:. “old to make 
any statement he desired Hesaii: 

“On the second of May, Masters, Moore, 
Nash and myself came into the 

in Masters's wagon. We 
a little during the day, and 
had some whisky when we started home. Our 
wagon was at Morris’g.yard. Moore and | 
occupied the front seat, while Masters and 
Nash sat on a box in the hind part of the 
wagon. Down near the cemetery Nash got 
out of the wagon and bought some 
oranges for his children.. He bought 
tle oranges, go. back into 
the wagon and we drove on. When near Mrs. 
White’s, about two and one half miles from 
the city, Nash kept putting his feet ont of 
the wagon, and, fearing he would getthem 
caught in the wheel, Masters tried to get him 
to take them in. Nash got outof the wagon 
and said he was going back to town and stay 
with his sister. He wanted 
a drink and I would not giveit to him. We 
tried to get him to get back into the wagon, 
and I got out, holding « quart bottle in my 
hand. I told him if he didn’t get into the 
wagon I would make him. He said for me to 
make him if I could, and started round the 
wagon towardme, I 
THREW THE BOTTLE AT HIM, 
never thinking it would have the effect it «id. 
I never intended to kill bim or even hurt him 
bad. I wanted to keep him off of me; that 
was all. He married my sister and we lived 
in the same house.” 

The court adjourned at half-past three, and 

the case will be resumed this morning.

CRUSHED UNDER ASTONE 


THE HORRISLE DEATH OF A FORE- 
MAN AT TAB CAPITOL BUILDING, 


Frank Lerkin, Foreman of the Derrioks at the New 
Capita), Caught Ueder a %,000 Pound Stone 
Which Pails Fifty-Five Feet-He is 
Filled Iastantiy, Bte., Bte. 


Frank Larkin, derrick fereman at the new 
capitol building, was crushed to death yester- 
day afteraocon, by a stone weighing about two 
thousand pounds. . 

Theborrible death was the result of Lar- 
kin's own careles 83, 

About half past 2 o’clock yesterday afternoon 
Larkin wes near the the southeast corner of 
the building, superintgnding the hoisting of 
some heavy stones to the tep, they were 
being placed in position by workmen. The 
hoisting of heavy stones, is .dahgerous work. 
An accident is liable to octuret any moment 
but liseall men who are congtantly exposed to 
a danger Larkin became careless, The stones 
are raised by a large stout dersick,jand when a 
stone has been turned out for use by the cut- 
ters deep holes are drilled in each 
end. There holes are called Louis holes, and 
are put there so that the stone may be hoisted 
to the workmen on the building. Yesterday 
several of these stones were deposited near the 
southeast corner of the building, and near 
them Larkin spent theday. Just before the 
killing occurred, the rope was sent down and 
in obedience to instructions from the foreman, 
laborers fastened the irons in the holes in the 
ends of the «tone and wedged themin. Those 
irons are 30 fastened that when the stone is 
hoisted froxa the ground the pressure, equally 
divided, ic so great at each end thatitis im- 
pos ble for the stone to drop ualess something 
brexks. After the irons were fastened in 
yesterday the man on the top of thd building 
working the derrick was signalled and ina 
few seconds the rope began to tighten and 
then the heavy stone left the ground. Lar- 
kin was standing by and watched the stone 
until it had been raised several feet. Then he 
and Sidney Perkins, who was standing by, 
began examining another stone tosend up 
whenthe rope came down. In searching for 
the stone Larkin got directly under the one 
that was being drawn up. The stone by this 
time was near the topof the building fully 
fifty-five feet from the ground. The man on 
top of the building, H. D. Salpaugh, was 
watching it carefully so as to signal the man 
atthe drum to stop when at thetop. Sad- 
denly Salpaugh noticed a _ large piece 
of stone chip offthe end of the stone jast 
atove the Louis hole, but before he fealized 
what it meant the stone bad broken loose 
from the chains and was moving towards the 
ground ata terrific speed. Sslpaugh knew 
that it was directly over Larkin, aud with 
his heart in his mouth, cried out: 

“Look out, down there!’ 

Perkins, who was near Larkin, glanced up, 
and seeing the falling stone, sprang back, cry- 
ing: 

“For God’s sake, jump!” 

Perkins’s warning was only a second later 
than Salpaugh’s, and Larkin had not more 
than heard one when the other greeted his 
ear. He was stending almost straight with 
his right band upon a stone near him, and as 
he heard the warning glanced up. He saw 
the stone coming -with a fearful 
swiftness, and appeared to realize 
that he could not escape it. He was surround. 
ed by stones which prevented sn easy, quick 
fight. These stones were standiag some on 
th. edge, some on the end, and probaby think- 
io that they would break the force of the 
fail, he stooped down. Just as he ducked his 
head and bent his back, however, the heavy 
stone strnck him on the shoulders and mashed 
him to the ground, covering him almost com- 


| pletely. The stone created quite a breezeas it

| came down, and those standing around were 


fanned by it. 

Nearly adozen men saw the accident, and 
almost before the stone had settled itself, they 
were at work removing it. The stone had 
been broken into several pieces by the fall, 
and workmen removed the broken pieces first. 
This gave them a good view of the unfortu- 
nate nan, and someone called him by name, 
but no response was given. The men then 
removed the large piece after considerable 
hard work,and under it they found the fore- 
than, stone dead, He had been terribly mash- 
ed about the body and limbs; but his head 
and face had not been seratched. Imme- 
diately after the accident the contractors sent 
for Undertaker Swift, who removed the body 
to the office, when Coroner Haynes held ap 
i.quest. The evidence as in ascordance 


with the facts here stated, and a verdict of ac- | 


cidental death was rendered. 

Larliin has always been extremely careful, 
snd has eonstantly kept his men from under 
the heavy stones when they were high up in 
the air, fearing that they might fall. Yester- 
day was the first time he has ever been known 
t+ stand under oneofthem. An examination 
of the stone showed that one of the Loais 
holes had broken ont, letting thestone fall. 
The stone was seven feet eleven inches long, 
three feet wide and seven 
inches deep. It weighed a 


| fraction leas than two thousand pounds, and 
| was considerably broken to pieces. 


Larkin was a married man, and came to 
Atlanta two years ago to work on the new 
He came from Philadelphia, and 


friends. He had been living on Pulliam street, 
and «oa after he was killed his wife was 
gettly notified. Tre intelligence was a 
terrible shock to her, and for a time it was 
feared that she would lose her reason. Afcer 
the inquest was concluded the remains were 
senttotbe home. The disposition of the body 
bas 1ot yet been decided upon. In all proba- 
bilaty it will be taken back to Philadelphia, 
Larkin was about thirty-sight years of age.

engineer, Mr, Foster, bogan try- 
ing to catch up with his schedule. Two miles 
and a half north of Montgomery isa switch 
called the brick-yard switch. This switch

| has no control over passenger trains always 


being set for them, and when the train, ap- 
proached it, the engine was puffing along at 
the rate of twenty-five miles an 
hour. ‘The engineer was watching ahead 
while his fireman was throwing in fuel when 
the engine struck the . The front 
wheels in an instant left the track because the 
switch had been turned and in a second the 
engine and tender were bumping across the 
ties. Forashort distance the engine rode 
the tite end then planging off the embank- 
ment it rolled down theside and came toa 
stand still thirty feet from the track. The 
tender followed the engine and three cars lef¢ 
thetrack. The train being under ge head. 
way when the accident occurred the passen- 
employees on the train were 
badly shaken up. ‘The lights were all 
extinguished and for a few minutes 
a great confusion existed. Everybod 
knew that sometbing serious had oceurred; 
but in the darkness and confusion everything 
appeared much worse than it proved to be. As 
qiickly as posible igtts were produced by 
conductor Howard, who had been consider- 
ably injured in the accident. The conductor 
turned his attention to his passenge?s first, 
and‘after a cortainiog that no one was injured 
he began investigating the situation. He 
found thatthe engine bad turned entirely 
over and that the fireman, a negro man, 
been instantly killed, and that the engineer, 
Foster, ‘had .been considerably brnised and 
scratched, but was able to walk about. A far- 
ther investigation showed that John Laird, 
the baggage master, had been 
injured, and that the mail agent had “ban 
slightly scratched. 

Intelligence of the accident was sent back to 
Montgomery by a trainhand who walked the 
distance, and wreckers were upon the scene in 
a sbo't time. A careful examination of the 
switch showed that it had been tampered with, 
end detcctives are now working the case. 

Several cars were badly broken up, while the 
engine was almost totally wrecked. Conduc- 
tor Howard barely escaped being killed. Just 
before the accident he was standing on the 
platform of the emigrant car, aud walking into 
As he did so 
the crash came and the emigrant car was 
driven into the baggage car. Had he been on 
the platform aminute later. he would have 
been crushed to death between the cars. 

The accident delayed the train nntil time 
for the next train,and on thistrain, which 
reached the city at one o’clock yesterday, the 
passengers and irjured railroad men were 
brought to Atlanta, Friends of the *injured 
men met them atthe union passenger depot 
and they were taken totheir homes. Noneof 
them are seriously hurt, but all are badly 
enough sbaken up. ®
